CRIMINAL CONTROL 
Ordlnarlly .lt Is fair to assume that labor 
unions do not deliberately choose criminals as 
their heads even though, frequently, they do 
permit vicious characters to retain control 
through Inertia or because nobody seems to 
dare challenRe the ensconced czars. 

The New York local of the Moving Picture 
Operators union seems to be an exception. I' 
has Just Inducted a slate backed by Sam Kap- 
Ian, who 10 years ago was sent to the peniten- 
tiary and barred from holding union office 
for five years after he had been convicted of 
coercing union members. 

Kaplan himself was re-elected to the ex- 
ecutive board along with Charles E. Elch- 
horn, who was one of those convicted with 
Kaplan In 1033. Kaplan's candidates for vice 
president and business agent also were elect- 
ed. 

The situation here Is somewhat different 
from that often found In labor unions. Ordi- 
narily the charitably Inclined argue that 
criminals can not be kicked out because they 
control the machinery of elections. At other 
times it Is urged that union leaders commit- 
ted crlmlnol acta for the benefit of the mem- 
bers and, however unwise this might have 
been, the beneficiaries can hardly repudiate 
their benefactors. 

In Kaplan's cose neither of these argu- 
mcnta Is api;opos. Through Intervention of 
the courts, after Kaplan and two of his body- 
guards were found to be carrying pistols (n 
the courtroom, they were kicked out and kept 
out. The members have deliberately taken 
them back. 

Nor were the pistols carried for protection 
against "enemies of labor," but against labor 
Ibscir, because Kaplan and his associates were 
ruling dlctatorlally and squandering the 
union's moneys. 

Some contend that If labor unions are giv- 
en an opportunity they will clean themselves 
up, 80 there Is no need for bringing them un- 
der the same criminal statutes that apply to 
others. Here Is a specific Instance where that 
U not true. 

There Is, under existing law. absolutely 
nothing that society can do about this union 
that prefers to operate under ex-convlcta. 



AXIS AVIATION 
The trade magazine American Aviation 
predicts that alter the war no Axis nation 
will be permitted to operate any International 
air service or domestic lines, and ^hat there 
iWlll be a ban on the building of aircraft and 
on civilian flying within Axis countries. 

If the magazine la correctly Informed, pre- 
jiumably these complete prohibitions will bo 
only temporary, so far aa present decisions 
ari' concerned. Whether eventually they will 
be made permanent must depend upon the 
ultimate decision how to preserve world 
peace. 

Have wfl decided that Germany and Japan, 
particularly, shall forever be held In eco- 
nomic, industrial and political serfdom, to 
restrain them from future war? That may 
."prDTB"'necessary,— But -who -has dcclded?-

Agalii to some people the most notable figures' will 
be those showing that strikes were more numerous 
In 1013 than In 1D41 and the man-daya of Idleness were 
three times as great. OUiera all] remark that the man- 
days tent In lots were about half a.i many as In toil 
and amounted lo only is-iooih of 1 per cent of Uie 
possible working time. 

To tu It seems that any Ume lost by strikes runs tho 
risk of prolonging Ihc war and tliaC It would be well—
